Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office action is 
persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Additional Prior Art 

Krause (US 4,448,529) discloses spectral analysis systems for determining the spectral 
components of a beam of radiation, wherein the spectral components are encoded and decoded as a 
function of wavelength. Applicant's attention is directed to Krause in its entirety with particular attention 
directed to lines 18-68 in column 2. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 428-430, 432-438, 440, 442-460, 462-472 and 475-479 are allowed over the prior art of 

record. 

Examiner 's Statement of Reasons for Allowance
